® severe Gno—probably the worst 
till vow that ever reached Hong- 
kong, though the one of 1862 is also 


referred to by authoritica ay - being of 
oxeeptional severity, Un the ovening of 
Septembor 22 indications of an approaching 
typhoon were apparent. The gleaa ‘had 
beun stendily falling all day and the wind 
had freshened as the day woro on, until at 
nightfall it wae blowing a gale. As tho 
evening lengthened the fary of the elements 
increased. The waves, lashed to fury 
by cho galo, hurled themselves upon 
the Préya Wall, throwing the spray 
tu an onormous height. From the 
earliest it waa seeh that the Praya Wall 
coulka not withstand such treatment and 
gradually it broke under tho severe pound: 
ing it received. Thon huge masses of 
stone and mortar wero thrown about on 
the Praya : plaster from the buildings on 
the Proya facing the harbour camo down fn 
large masses threatening” destruction to 
enything underneath and. pandemonium 
reigned. Shortly after two a.m. the typhoon 
wan cot fs height. and—the town clock

few weeks ago by a Hongkong ccntempo- 
rary. Asa matter of fact ono of the carliest 
refpronces to the Kansai guild uppedred in 
the Japan Timesof May 31, and was quoted 
from the Asahi of Tokyo. Thoso state- 
ments havo not, to our knowledge, been 
contradicted and uncusinese is atill folt in 
certain quovters that Japan may bo 
contemplating a step that would amount to 
a violation of tho principle of -the 
“open door” which sho uecepted in 
1899. We have hed occusion before 
to point our that Japan has alwaye 
stood loyally by her promircs and there 
is no reason to beliove that a satisfactory 
explanation will not be forthcoming in this 
instance.
